Two outstanding figures in the 
Native Brotherhood of British Col- 
umbia, the first Natives ever to be 
named by their party in this prov- 
ince, are contesting this provincial 
election as Progressive Conserva- 
tive candidates. 

As reported in the August issue 
of the Native Voice, they are Guy 
Williams, who is running in Skeena 
constituency, and Horace Kelly, 
who is bidding for the Prince Ru- 
pert seat. 

Mr. Williams is public relations 
officer for the Native Brotherhood. 
Mr. Kelly is the son of Rev. Peter 
R. Kelly, D.D. 


Appealing for their election on 
September 12, Mrs. Maisie Hurley, 
Native Voice publisher, says: 


“The Native people have won a 
great victory in being granted the 
federal franchise and for that we 
are profoundly grateful to Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker. But the vic- 
tory is not yet complete. 


“We must have a judicial inquiry 
into Native land and other abori- 
ginal rights in this province. By 
electing these men, the Native 
people will make their voices 
strong and their own demand for 
justice stronger.”

Saskatchewan Action to Grant 
Natives Full Liquor Rights Lauded

It was recently announced by 
the provincial government, just 
after the election, that it is ex- 
tending to the Indians of Saskat- 
chewan all the rights and privil- 
eges of liquor consumption off the 
reserves. 

This is a welcome change which 
finally removes one of the last 
discriminatory pieces of legisla- 





Site Proves Early 


Man 


In B.C. 8000 Years Ago 


The concept is still quite wide- 
spread that the Native Indian peo- 
ples of the Americas, and espe- 
cially those of North America, 
have no very long history on this 
continent, that they came to these 
shores at the most a few thousand 
years ago. 

Nothing could be farther from 
the truth, as the archeologists, 
painstakingly sifting the evidence 
from the soil, are proving. 

Ancient men were hunting in 
North America more than 37,000 
years ago. The evidence for that 
is their hearths, four to ten feet 
in diameter and up to 18 inches 
deep, found near Lewisville in 
Texas. Charcoal from these sites 
dated by Carbon 14 tests has given 
the date of 37,000 plus years. 

Whenever the first men ventured 
across the Bering Sea to begin 
the peopling of this continent, they 
had reached the southern tip of 
South America 8,500 years ago. 


For that is the date, approximate 
as all such dates must be, assigned 
to the Palli Aike Cave in which 
they left their traces. 

And even in British Columbia, 
where only three years ago the 
antiquity of man could not be 
traced beyond 2,500 years, concepts 
are being revised as the result of 
Dr. Charles E. Borden’s discover- 
ies east of Yale. 

Until a sharp-eyed prospector 
noticed traces of ash and charcoal 
where a slide in a railway cutting 
had exposed them, the history of 
early man in this province could 
not be carried beyond the famed 
Marpole site, estimated to be some 
2,000 years old, and the slightly 
earlier Locarno site, around 2,500 
years old. Other sites of a compar- 
able age are in the Gulf Islands 
and the Comox district of Van- 
couver Island.

tion which has created untold 
hardship. 


Hitherto, the Indians have been 
victimized by the very legislation 
which was intended to protect 
them. Because they were not per- 
mitted to consume any intoxicant 
whatsoever lawfully they therefore 
resorted to illegal means to obtain 
it. 

It was relatively easy for them 
to obtain it for it is never really 
difficult to obtain bootlegged 
liquor. However, too often the 
price was excessive. 


REFERENDUM NEEDED 


In order for the Indians to be 
able to take liquor to their homes 
on the reserves where they can 
consume it in peace and comfort, 
it is going to be necessary for the 
bands to hold a referendum of 
their people on each of the re- 
serves. Only after such a refer- 
endum has been held expressing 
the wishes of the people can a 
proclamation of the governor-in- 
council be issued proclaiming Sec- 
tion 96 A (2) of the Indian Act to 
be in force thereby permitting on- 
reserve consumption. 


There are many advantages 
which will naturally accrue. 


For instance, it will enable In- 
dians to drink without fear of fine 
or imprisonment. They will be 
treated like ~human beings for the 
first time. 


For Indians, the removal of this 
bit of Jim Crow legislation from 
the statute books of a province 
which prides itself for its human 
rights legislation, will mean that 
they can now hold their heads 
upright and will be able to sit 
closer to the front row of human 
dignity, pride, and equality.

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Full Justice for Natives 


THE special issue of the Native Voice published last March 

to mark the granting of the federal franchise to the Native 
Indians, we made these editorial comments under the heading 
“Indian Magna Charta”: 


“Prime Minister John G. Diefenbaker is the only statesman to 
fulfill the promises of the late beloved Queen Mother Victoria, 
when she promised the Native Canadians that they would be 
protected in their aboriginal rights and given guidance by her 
ministers. She pledged her ministers to carry out this sacred 
trust, but in a hundred years none has taken it up. 


“It remained for Canada’s greatest son, John G. Diefenbaker, 
to implement the great Queen’s assurance. By doing this he 
has erased the blackest stain on Canada’s escutcheon. This 
country can now face the world with a clean conscience. This 
is a voluntary measure without barter or bargaining, or waiver 
of aboriginal rights.” 





And we concluded: “We Indians, the first in the land and 
now about to-attain full citizenship in our own country, thank 
you, Mr. Diefenbaker.” 


Without minimizing in any way the great victory won for 
the Native people when the Conservative government gave them 
the franchise without abrogating or diminishing their aboriginal 
rights, it must be said that it still falls short of full justice. 


Full justice for the Native people of British Columbia de- 
mands acknowledgment of their interest in the lands which they 
have never surrendered by treaty and for which they have 
never received just recompense. 


The aboriginal rights the federal government now. acknowl- 
edges and has undertaken to maintain must be extended to 
include rights which are those of the Native people by every 
moral standard but have never been acknowledged. 


The government must now heed Native demands for es- - 


tablishment of a judicial commission to inquire into land and 
other aboriginal rights—irrigation, fishing, trapping—in order to 
secure justice. 


To support this demand the Native people need strong rep- 
resentation from their own people both at Victoria and Ottawa. | 
And in this provincial election they have the opportunity to 
vote for Native candidates who have shown themselves to be 
champions of Native interests. Two, Guy Williams in Skeena 
and Horace Kelly in Prince Rupert, are candidates of the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Party which has given the Native Indians 
the federal franchise. They have proven themselves in political 
battle. Elect them.

Grave of Missionary Found’ 


The grave of Rev. Melvin Swart- 
hout, pioneer missionary on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, 
has been found in the Indian Re- 
serve cemetery at East Ucluelet. 
The grave was completely over- 
grown by ivy. 

Rev. Mr. Swarthout went to 
Ucluelet in the eighteen-nineties, 


visiting scattered Native villages 
in his sailboat. On July 11, 1904, 
he left for Village Island in the 
boat and was never seen alive 
again. Weeks later his body was 
washed up at Wreck Island. 

The United Church west coast 
mission boat based at Bamfield is 


named after him.
